Janesvlllo Is feeling the shortage of woman la- 


bor along with other cities. Here it is more acute 
from the 'fact that a great number of the indus- 
tries ot the city employ women. 
There is a fine 


field here for girls who wish to engage in indus- 
trial activities. 
Janesville lias many mills and 


factories -where the surroundings are pleasant anil 
the work Is attractive. 
The big problem is not 


the job itself, but to care for the girls after they 
come here. We have-no arrangements for that 
purpose. Each must find her own way and necure 
her own. place and afte'rward seek her own 
amusements and recreation. 


In spite ot the necessity of the case, In spite-of 


the crying need realized by all, we are sitting still 
and doing nothing. 
If the labor situation is acute

FEDERAL CONTROL OT? EDUCATION. 


Some time ago the Gazette called attention to 


a movement of general scope and interest having 
for its object the establishment of a department 
of education by the federal government. 
Some 


of. the revelations showing the 
failure 
of 
the 


schools to meet the demands pC the people and 
the growing percentage of illiteracy, together with 
the administrative .detects so palpable as to be an 
Injury 'to the cause of popular education, 'moved 
the men ot prominence In the nation's activities 
-to seek a referendum among the members-of the 
national council of the Economic League. 
This 


organization is headed by former president Tatt 
and Charles Evans Hushes and many distin- 
guished educators are 'on its membership roll. 


The result of the vote on the establishment of 


a-department of education, the head of which 
should be a cabinet officer with funds ample to 
provide for effective country-wide Influence on 
educational aims and procedure, was overwhelm- 
ing. Other questions submitted and favored were 
as tojivhether the department should have to do 
also with rural schools, whether vocational edu- 
cation was to be provided; as to the proper use 
and enjoyment of leisure, the-establishment-ot 
facilities for adult education particularly of for- 
eign-born people who have come to America; the 
establishment of a minimum wage for teachers; 
the appointment ot a commission for studying 
and recommending ethical and moral training in 
schools, and for making the eudcational facilities 
of high schools and colleges available for the 
workers of America In the -form ot systematic 
courses of instruction. This is a big program and 
It needs backing to be carried through. 


Revelations as to the position held by Wiscon- 


sin in,education made by the report of the Sage 
Foundation are startling and disconcerting. Wis- 
consin Is thirtieth among northern states, in its 
educational rank, according to that report. 
In 


1800 It was in sixteenth place. 
It fell to 23d in 


1000, 
to 26th in 1916. and now is in 30th place. 


Only Missouri and Maine are lower. 
Teachers' 


salaries were lowest except in two other northern 
states. The average annual expenditure per child 
was $25.15—lowest of all except Maine. 
Iowa 


spends $50.23 on each child. 
In school attend- 


ance dally ot children from 5 to 18 years of age, 
Wisconsin was 36th of the states of the nation. 


It Is not a good showing. It has a tendency to 


make one Interested in the schools of the state sit 
up and do some acting as well as thinking. We 
do need federal (supervision of schools. 
We need 


to eliminate many ot the differences which are 
visible "when the states are compared. 
There is 


no reason why Wisconsin should spend so little on 
Its school children and Iowa so much more.

paign expenditures shook their heads doubtfully 
when the plan was first proposed, and finally de-

to smother . it altogether.- But 
Senator 


Johnson- came back to Washington and things 
happened. 
Although members o£ the Investigat- 


ing committee deny that they have any other pur- 
pose except to let white light of publicity shed 
its pointed rays on the "Slush funds," real or 
imaginary,'of the different democratic as well as 
republican candidates. It requires no extraordi- 
nary power ot political penetration to see that uie 
whole thing is part of the'sVilUul maneuvers of 
Hiram Johnson to fight'his republican opponents 
by -continuous smoke-screens about their cam- 
paign expenditures and the supposed effort of 
plutocracy to capture political control of our gov- 


•Uread'y the investigation has. produced bitter 


feeling inside the republican party. Supposing 
Leonard Wood is the nominee at Chicago? Is u 
politically good sense to hand the democrats all 
the data and details of the Wood financial cam- 
paign? 
Usually if there ia an investigation ol 


money spent, it is one political party investigating 
the other. What the republican leaders resent, is 
that certain republicans are really investigating 
the republican party.

From the first the peculiar power which Hiram 


Johnson has held over his colleagues In the senate 
has been attributed partly to the force of his per- 
sonality and his ability to pound out his thoughts 
in debate with biting effectiveness and partly to 
the fear that if Johnson is not continuously pla- 
cated, he will bolt the convention at Chicago send- 
ing republican hopes for victory from the vantage 
point of certainty to the uncomfortable stages of 
real doubt.

journalism in the west were.recalled 
here recently with the retirement of 
Celbe C. Cline, managing editor or 
the Kansas City Journal.. Mr. Cline 
began his long newspaper career In 
1881 as a "printer's devil" on the 
Democrat. Leadvllle, Colo. When the 
big ."rush" to the Cherokee 
strip 


opened in 1890. he was an experi- 
enced editor, and he set out for the 
Indian territory from his 
parents 
home In Kansas in a prairie.schooner 
carrying a complete printing outfit. 
Mr. Cline recounted his experience at 
a farewell banquet in hie honor. 
Prints Tirst Paper 
The voyaging editor set stakes at 
Pond Creek, unloaded his printing 
press and got out what he declares 
was the first paper-published-In the 
Indian territory carrying an account 
of the' race for land.

to bear on the railroad not to stop Its 
trains at 'our' station.
